A Bill to amend the Terrorist and Disruptive Activities (Prevention) 

Act, 1985. 


Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-sixth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 


1. (1) This Act may be called the Terrorist and Disruptive Activities 
(Prevention) Amendment Act, 1985. 

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 5th day of June, 
1965. 

2. (1) The Terrorist and Disruptive Activities (Prevention) Act, 1985 
(hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), to the extent it is not 
applicable immediately before the commencement of this Act to the 
State of Jammu and Kashmir, is hereby applied to that State. 

(2) In sub-section (2) of section 1 of the principal Act, the proviso 
shall be omitted.

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal anything done or any action taken 
under the principal Act, as amended by the said Ordinance, shall be 
deemed to have been done or taken under the principal Act, as amended 
by this Act 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The Terrorist and Disruptive Activities (Prevention) Act^ 1985, as 
originally enacted, provided for qualified application of the Act to 
Jammu and Kashmir, In view of the urgent need for securing the fuljl 
application of the Act to Jammu and Kashmir and the demand made 
in that behalf in Parliament, the matter was taken up soon after the 
passing of the Act with the Government of the State of Jammu and 
Kashmir and, with the concxirrence of that Government, the President 
issued an Order making necessary amendments in the Constitution 
(Application to Jammu and Kashmir) Order, 1954 to facilitate the full 
application of the Act to that State. 

2. As Parliament was hot in session and immediate action was 
required to be taken, the Terrorist and Disruptive Activities (Preven¬ 
tion) Amendment Ordinance, 1985 was promulgated by the President 
on the 5th Jime, 1985 so as to secure the full application of the Act to 
the State of Jammu and Kashmir. 

3. The Bill seeks to replace the said Ordinance.
